Zielinski, and Secretary-Tr- 
easurer Ted Baldwin spent 
several hours over the 
summer drafting a statement 
of opposition, said the group 
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had taken a ‘‘broad’’ app- 
roach and stuck to general 
observations. He said that 
specifics were avoided be- 
cause they would be more 
easily rebutted by Edmon- 
ton's well prepared annexa- 
tion team. 

Trustee Jerry Manegre 
told members he felt the 
approach taken was ‘‘par- 
ticularly appropriate’’ in 
light of the fact that 
Edmonton had ‘‘virtually 
ignored"’ the educational as- 
pect. Education receives 
scant attention in the two 
reports the Board had on 
hand - less than five pages 
out of more than 200. 

The report Financial and 
Economic Analysis, prepared 
by P.S. Ross and Partners 
and Hu Harries and Asso- 
ciates, mentions that pupils 
in the metro area will have 
better access to specialized 
programs already developed 
in Edmonton. It also says 
that no attempt was made to 
determine probable educa- 
tion mill rates in the area in 
question. 

The other report, Reor- 
ganization of Local Govern- 
ment in the Metro Edmonton 
Area, prepared by Axworthy 
and Lightbody, devotes just 
over four of its 125 pages to 
education. It sets out some 
statistical information, app- 
arently not gathered at the 
Catholic District Office, whi- 


| ch claims the district has

Cemetery costs rising 


‘You sure don’t get some- 
thing for nothing.’’ 

That, says Alderman Rog- 
er Ayotte, is a good way to 
look at the rising costs for St. 
Albert's first municipal cem- 
etery. 

The city originally received 
the land, adjacent to the 
Poundmaker Indian Lodge, 
for one dollar from the 
province. Since then a $6,000 
master plan has been pre- 
pared and during its pre- 
sentation Monday night, the 
Committee of the Whole 
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learned that the project could 
cost as much as $114,000 
more, 

For their money St. Albert 
taxpayers will be getting a 
clean up and restoration of 
the existing Native people’s 
cemetery, 500 various kinds 
of trees, a gravelled road, 
grassing, fencing, signs, 
gates, shrubs and a ‘‘focus 
sculpture."’ 

The committee agreed to 
approve most of the master 
plan but eliminated a pro- 
posal to build a small chapel 
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on the site, The report stated 
that the chapel ‘anticipates 
a trend toward cremations 
and acceptance of a con- 
trolled service away from the 
graveside."’ 

City Manager Bob Byron 
added that it could also be 
used to store bodies and 
coffins during cold winter 
months when the ground was 
too frozen to make a regular 
burial possible. 

The committee agreed that 
both reasons were valid, but 
chose to continue with early 
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work on the cemetery and 
possibly consider the addi- 
tion of a chapel at a later 
date. 

Work is to begin on the 
site shortly and Mr. Byron 
said it might still be possible 
that the cemetery could be 
ready for use before winter, 

When it’s finished, the 
cemetery will include areas 
for horizontal and vertical 
tombstones and will be 
designed with a roadway 
circling the main sculpture or 
monument at its centre. The 
Canadian Legion's Field of 
Honour will also be in the 
middle of the grounds. 

Mr. Ayotte wanted to 
know how much time and 
how many plots must be sold 
before the city was able to 
recover its initial costs. Mr. 
Byron said it’s unlikely that 
St. Albert will ever recover 
its investment because mon- 
ey regained from the ceme- 
tery will probably be used up 
in its operating costs. ‘‘In 
essence, the capital costs will 
be a contribution, if you call 
it such, of the municipality."’ 

Putting it another way, 
Alderman Bill Shields con- 
cluded that, ‘‘The capital 
costs will be buried in the 
(cemetery's) budget.’’ 

The committee's motion to 
accept the master cemetery 
plan with the exception of the 
chapel will go to council for 
approval next week. 


nine schools (the District has

Mr. Manegre disagreed 
with Edmonton's approach 
saying that members of St.

THE SUBMISSION 


Beginning with a brief 
historical outline of educa- 
tion in St. Albert, the 
Board's statement of oppo: 
sition discusses the advan- 
tages of local autonomy, 
finances and planning. 

St. Albert's first school 
was opened by the Grey 
Nuns in 1874 and the St. 
Albert School District #3 
came into existence the year 
Alberta entered Confedera- 
tion, 190S. 

Since then the Board feels, 
St. Albert District 3 rate- 
payers have been well served 
by a changing group of 
trustees who, because of the 
community's size, have been 
able to exert an educational 
control not possible in larger 
bureaucracy-laden systems. 

The submission will now 
go before the Local Auth- 
orities Board which begins 
hearings September 25 at the 
Holiday Inn in Edmonton. 


Major housing 


project proposed 


Genstar Development 
Company is proposed to 
build a 1,200-home sub- 
division in the northwest 
section of St. Albert that, 
when it’s completed, will be 
almost the size of Lacombe 
Park. 

The development propos- 
al, revealed at Tuesday's 
Municipal Planning Com- 
mission (MPC) meeting, 
calls for at least two phases 
of construction on 300 acres 
of land. 

Genstar's development 
manager for’ St-:Albert ,and 
north Edmonton, John Dix- 
on, said about 300 single 
family houses would be built 
during the first phase and 
more could be added as the 
demand warrants them, 

The subdivision would ex- 
tend northward from Giroux 
Road to Villeneuve Road 
when it’s completed, in- 
cluding some land recently 
annexed by the city. Its 
easterly limit would be less 
than one mile from Highway 
2 


Mr. Dixon said if the 
project receives MPC and 
council approval, Genstar 
would be ‘‘using the pro- 
posed Land Use Bylaw to the 
limit,’’ trying to build the 
most innovative and in- 
expensive housing prices, 
many of the Genstar (for- 
merly BACM) homes would 
sell for about $65,000. 


The MPC agreed to 


consider the project agai 
after it has received a report 
on the traffic volume that 
such a development would 
create. The committee mem- 
bers were worried that the 
proposed westerly by-pass, 
road and expansion of the St. 
Albert Trail might not b 
completed in time to deal 
with the expected traffic 
increase. i 

“I'd feel more comfor- 
table,"’ concluded City En- 
gineer Don Corrigan, ‘‘if I 
knew exactly when the 
improvements on the Trail 
were going to take place."’ 
It’s essential, he added, *‘to} 
get these alternative acc- 
esses into place to provide 
other routes to Edmonton."’ 

If Genstar was allowed t 
go ahead with the project 
soon, Mr. Dixon said most 0’ 
the first phase could be 
available for sale by 1981. He 
said some house sales could 
be delayed for a short period 
of time until alternate high- 
way routes were constructed, 
but also noted that ‘history 
has proven that transporta- 
tion problems are resolved 
by the pressures of de- 
velopment.”’ 

MPC chairman Barry Br- 
eadner said he couldn't make 
any predictions about future 
road construction but ‘'I feel 
that if we can cope with the 
transportation question, I see 
no hurdles in allowing the 
development to commence.’ 


Highway widening in 1980 ?

The first of four phases to 
widen the St. Albert Trail to 
six lanes could begin within a 
year, 

A report presented to the 
Committee of the Whole 
Monday night outlined the 
three to four year construc- 
tion schedule for the $15 
million project and a section 
from St. Anne Street to 
McKenney Avenue is first on 
the list. 

Dramatic commercial gr- 
owth in the area, said Ken 
Foster of the Grimble Con- 
sulting Group, is the major 
reason why this portion of 
the highway must be wid- 
ened first. Otherwise, he 
said, increased traffic on the 
present roadway will soon 
create a very dangerous 
situation. (Undoubtedly a 
reference to the Bay shop- 
ping centre). 

Mr. Foster estimated the 
first phase of construction, 
planned for 1980, will cost 
$2.7 million, A cost sharing 
plan for the whole project 
means the province will pay 
90 percent and St. Albert will 
pay the other 10 percent. 

‘The second phase, from 
St. Anne Street south to 
Gervais Road, will require 
$5.3 million and is planned 
for 1981. The third section 
from Gervais Road to the 
city’s southerly limits ($1.5 
million) and the fourth ‘from 
McKenney Avenue to the 
city’s northerly limits ($2.1 
million) are scheduled for 
1982-83, he said. 

Construction costs for all 
four phases add up to $11.6 
million. Mr. Foster said 
another $3.4 million will 
probably be needed to buy 
up necessary land along the 
Trail. (Costs to the city for 
right-of-way purchase were 
not revealed at the meeting). 

The St. Anne Street - 
McKenney Avenue section 
will be a six lane roadway 
with a 15-foot concrete wall 
along the east side for noise 
prevention. From St Anne 
Street to Gervais Road, a 


1S-foot earthen berm will be ° 


constructed adjacent to the 
six lane highway and the 
easterly row of houses will be 
demolished to make way for 
it. 

The third and fourth 
phases, south from Gervais 
Road and north from Mc- 
Kenney Avenue, will be 
mostly six lanes with a 
partial berm and wall noise 
abutment. 

Median breaks and access 
points onto the highway 
include one between Jasper 
Auto Parts and the Catholic 
seminary, Gervais Road, 
Gate Avenue, the service 
road that'll be going between 
the Mohawk service station 
and Club Mocombo, Green 
Grove Drive, St. Anne 
Street, McKenney Avenue 
Giroux Road and the weigh 
scales. 

Mr. Foster said it'll 
probably be important that 
the Perron Street Bridge be 
rebuilt before the downtown 
construction begins so that 
an alternate route exists. 
That task has already been 
estimated at $800,000 and 
the city will be footing about 
$300,000 of that bill. (Survey 
crews were doing the bridge 
alignment Tuesday). 


NEW BRIDGE NEEDED 


The existing Sturgeon 
River highway bridge will be 
for southbound traffic, Mr. 
Foster said, and a new 
structure will be built for 
northbound cars. Pedestrian 
bridges across the highway 
are another part of the whole 


project. 

Several aldermen were 
concerned that if the con- 
struction plans go ahead the 
province will forget about 
plans for a westerly bi-pass 
route into Edmonton, but 
Mr. Foster assured them that 
he'd recently spoken with 
Alberta Transport officials 


and they ‘‘are still thinking 
in terms of three to five 
years for the by-pass."’ 


The committee!s only dis- 
agreement with Monday 
night's preliminary report 
centered on two aspects. 
Alderman Rod Throndson

An interesting move 
to preserve our identity 


Alderman Ayotte presen- 
ted his colleagues on city 
council with an interesting 
proposal on Monday night. 
In the interest of maintaining 
St. Albert as a separate 


community, he will move 
that St. Albert council with- 
draw its present application 
to annex some 5,000 acres to 
the east and south of St. 
Albert - between St. Albert 
and Edmonton, 

Giving notice of intent to 
present his motion to the 
September 17 meeting of St. 
Albert council, Ald. Ayotte 
stated his reasons: 

1, ‘The recent annexation 
approval for about 2,500 
acres, owned by Genstar and 


St. Albert Investments, pro- 
vides St. Albert with a 25 - 40 
year supply of land for 
residential growth to the 
northwest and northeast. 
When the 1974-77 council 
applied for the 5,000 acres to 
the east and south it was, 
said Ald. Ayotte, in the belief 
that the northerly annexa- 
tions would not become part 
of St. Albert in the fore- 
seeable future."’ 

2. ‘‘Because the east by- 
pass, favoured by the 1974 - 
77 council in making their 
submission, is not a reality, 
and the west by-pass align- 
ment has been approved by 
the Provincial Government.’ 

3. The City of Edmonton 


and the M.D. Sturgeon both 
opposed the annexation to 
the east and southeast, and 
the County of Parkland did 
not oppose the westerly 
portion of the St. Albert 
annexation bid. 

For these reasons Alder- 
man Ayotte will move that 
council take the following 
action: 

That a registered letter be 
sent to the Local Authorities 
Board and to the Provincial 
Government requesting the 
withdrawal of all lands in the 
St. Albert annexation sub- 
mission except that portion 
that lies west of 184 Street.

An encouraging aspect of local news stories 
and features in recent years has been the 
growing number of successes by small 
manufacturing firms located in small centres. 


This week the spotlight is turned cn Loblick’s 
steel plant in Gibbons, which recently landed 
an order from Hawaii, prompting a visit from a 
Gazette reporter. 


Another report covers the opening of the 
Canola Plant in M.D. Sturgeon, an example of 
processing local material rather than shipping 
raw material. 


Over the past decade reports have traced the 
progress of the Pro Western Plastic Plant in 
St. Albert which markets its products from the 
prairies to Pacific Rim countries. The growth of 
Craig's Manufacturing has been traced from 
Bert Craig's farm implements designed to 
overcome local problems to the firm's 
expansion into more and more lines. 


What's happening in our area is, of course, 
happening in many areas all over the province. 
Towns and villages are growing because of 
these kinds of efforts by small entrepreneurs. 
These people and the workers in their plants 
work hard and take pride in their work, and the 
growth of their firms. 


The same is true of a great number of small 
businesses in the trades and service sector. 
They can't match the “more money for fewer 
hours” contracts negotiated by large unions. 


They can’t match salary scales put in place by 
governments either. 


The Alberta Government has now announced 
help with financing for big business from the 
Heritage Trust Fund, which is probably a 
needed stimulus. 


But it is to be hoped that the Alberta 
opportunity company will also pay extremely 
close attention to the financial needs of these 
smaller firms. They would better serve our 
economic situation by a policy that might even 
fund some operations which don't make it, 
than lend the money only to those that seem 
assured of success. In other words they must 
sometimes take a chance on small business 
and manufacturing. 


As has been proved, bigger isn't always better.

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New bird regulations for fall 


The 1979 Migratory Birds 
Regulations for the Prairie 
provinces have been an- 
nounced by the Canadian 
Wildlife Service, Environ- 
ment Canada. 

The daily bag and posses- 
sion limits for ducks in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta are 8 and 16, 
respectively. In Manitoba not 
more than two canvasback or 
redhead ducks may be taken 
in the daily bag and not more 
than four canvasback or 
redhead may be possessed in 
certain zones. A “further 
restriction of not more than 
four mallard ducks in the 
daily bag and not more than 
eight mallard in possession 
applies in certain zones. 
These restrictions apply to all 
waterfowl hunters until Oct- 
ober 20. On that date these 
restrictions will be lifted for 
residents of Canada but will 
still apply to non-residents of 
Canada, 

The limits for geese in 
Manitoba are 8 in the daily 
bag and 16 in possession, of 
which only 5 and 10, 
respectively, can be Canada 
Geese. In Alberta and 
Saskatchewan 5 geese may 
be bagged and 10 possessed, 
with the additional allowance 
of 3 Ross or Snow Geese in 
the daily bag and 6 in 
possession on and after 


October 15 in Saskatchewan 
and on and after October 16 
in Alberta. 

The season dates in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, and 
most of Manitoba are only 
slightly changed from last 
year. In Zone 4 of Manitoba 
the duck, goose coot, rail, 
and snipe seasons open 
earlier, on September 24. 
Hunters of these birds in 
Manitoba who are not 
residents of Canada have 
opening dates delayed one 
week in Zone 4. Both 
resident and non-resident 
hunters in Manitoba Zones 2 
and 3 now have the same 
opening date. 

In Saskatchewan a pro- 
vision has been made this 
year to allow hunting mig- 
ratory birds with the aid of 
raptors, in areas designated 
by provincial authorities. 

All hunters except Inuit 
and Indians must have a 
migratory game bird hunting 
permit. This can be obtained 
from post offices across the 
Prairies at a cost of $3.50. 
The Post Offices also display 
posters of the hunting 
regulations, and hunting 
information is printed and 
distributed by provincial 
resource agencies, 

Hunters are asked to keep 
careful records of their daily 
bag on the card attached to

Presumably, in the near future, Canadian MPs will vote 
on the re-instatement of capital punishment. It will be a 
free vote, based on individual conscience rather than 
party loyalties. If the Parliamentarians respect the wishes 
of most Canadians, the gallows will once again cast its 
shadow over us, symbol of our inability to deal 
responsibly with our own.

Apparently the times of prosperity are gone and with 
them have gone the ethics of many weathervane liberals 
who once favoured abolition. It is true that a society can 
be only as civilized as it can afford, but to change sides in 
such a calamitous moral issue because economics dictate 
a shift to the right is worse than taking no position at all. 
This action reflects a kind of “bottom line morality” 
dictated by dollars and cents. 

Apart from these moral switch hitters, the main support 
for re-instatement comes from those who genuinely 
believe in its necessity. These folks naively think that the 
spectre of the gallows will halt the trigger fingers of 
would-be killers. However, anyone who decides to kill 
has already repressed several good reasons that he 
shouldn't. The threat of death is just one more, and one 
that strangely lacks power. People have a_ singular 
inability to envisage their own death — the “It Can't 
Happen to Me”’ Syndrome. Ask any doctor with a patient 
that smokes heavily. The menace of death has not kept 
people from impaired driving, excessive drinking, drug 
abuse, mountain climbing, sky diving or grand prix racing. 
Indeed, in the last three cases, the threat of death 
enhances the thrill. It may well have the same effect on 
some potential murderers. 

The outcry for government executions reflects the fickle 
attitude we have for the Judao-Christian ethic. It seems 
that Christian beliefs are valid when convenient, 
dispensable when not. For instance, the same people who 
want to bring back the hangman are fond of quoting the 
Bible to support attacks on homosexuality, feminism and 
abortion. However, the same people blithely ignore the 
Ten Commandments, particularly the Sixth. They argue 
that a state execution after a fair trial is not murder. The 
fact that God makes no such distinction in his 
Commandments doesn’t matter to them. (Perhaps Moses 
was a poor steno and forgot to add the words “except for 
the state” to “Thou shalt not kill.” The argument that 
governments can legitimately take life is merely a logical 
extension of the arguments used in the past to justify 
lynchings: i.e. What's a crime. for the individual is right 
for the mob. The fact of a trial has no bearing on the 
morality of the penalty. 

However, we must fight the rise in crime somehow. 
Punishment should no longer be a dirty word, shunted 
into disfavour with the advent of the ‘rehabilitation’ 
concept. This became the case in the permissive sixties 
but recidivism rates have sihce proved that rehabilitation 
is a rare phenomenon. In some penal circles it has been 
abandoned as a primary goal, with punishment re-instated 
as the underlying philosophy of some penal systems. This 
kind of thinking should be encouraged. Paroles could 
drastically cut, and sentences lengthened. In recent times 
we have seen two year sentences for murder and an 
incredible 12 year sentence for smugglers of hashish. . 
Evidently, crimes against people are more tolerable than 
crimes against property. No wonder the criminal element 
is unimpressed by the sanctity of human life when the law 
itself refutes it. Capital punishment will only further this 
contempt. 

The answer to the soaring crime rates lies in this kind 
of penal reform. To swing from the slap-on-the-wrist 
sentences of today to the horror of the hangman is 
extreme and erratic. Worse, it puts murder in the unique 
position of being the only crime punishable by the same 
crime. If this were applied across the board, Canadian 
jurisprudence would be laughable; rapists would be raped, 
the children of kidnappers would be kidnapped. We must 
of course ‘‘make the punishment fit the crime.” However, 
that is a far cry from “make the crime the punishment.” 
As long as murder is a weapon of the state, it wears the 
mantle of legitimacy.

Faced with the knowledge 
that taking complete control 
of the city’s transit system 
would mean a 25 percent rise 
in costs and that ‘‘the 
average man on the street 
will not perceive a higher 
level of service,’’ the Com- 
mittee of the Whole decided 
Monday night to forget about 
any takeover plans for now, 

Instead, the aldermen a- 
greed to direct city staff to 
look for funding so that a 
full-time transit supervisor 
can be hired. The commit- 
tee’s recommendation will 
go to council next week. 

The committee's action 
followed a report from Ray 
Rebeiro of IBI Group con- 
sultants. Mr. Rebeiro told 
the aldermen that the city's 
present transit system, with 
St. Albert owning some of 
the buses, hiring drivers 
from Edmonton Transit, and 
contracting Briggs Brothers 
busing to help during peak 
hours, left no one in 
complete charge. 

**You need to make at least 
one change in the short term 
in our estimation,’’ he told 
the committee. ‘‘There’s no- 
body running the system ona 
day-to-day basis. You've got 
no one in control and you 
simply must respond to 
complaints. You've got to 
have that person.” 

Under the present system, 
transit is the responsibility of 
the Engineering Department 
Unthes..its head, Don Cor- 
tigan. This arrangement, 
Mr. Rebeiro said, will 
become less and less ade- 
quate as the city expands and 
better transit service is 
required. 

The IBI Group was hired to 
investigate alternatives to 
the present transit arrange- 
ment. Specifically, Mr. Reb- 
eiro said, they looked at two

possibilities: (1) St. Albert 
taking over full control of the 
public transit system, in- 
cluding all drivers, buses, 
maintenance and adminis- 
tration and (2) St. Albert 
taking over complete control 
of the public system and the 
school bus system. 

The difficulty with both of 
these alternatives, he said, is 
that the city would need to 
spend about a million dollars 
in the next couple of years to 
build a maintenance garage, 
buy more buses, hire drivers 
and set up an administrative 
system to meet the new 
demand. 

The report notes that 
urban buses now cost 
$95,000 each and school 
buses are $23,000 each. 
Considering these costs, it 
concludes that, ‘‘Of the 
options considered, the most 
effective (within the context 
of the above review) allows 
the City to assume full 
control of its existing buses 
while retaining the con- 
tracted, peak period supple- 
mentary service provided by 
Briggs Brothers. This option 
reduces vehicle require- 
ments thereby reducing 
short term capital costs 
requirements of a fully con- 
trolled City of St. Albert 
transit system.’ 

The committee agreed that 
the first step must be to hire 
a transit co-ordinator and, 
after that staff member is 
knowledgeable of the city’s 
present system, further 
changes could be made. 

Mr. Rebeiro also warned 
the aldermen that in trying to 
increase the system's rider- 
ship above its present 2,000 
patrons-per-weekday limit, 
the city’s costs may rise 
dramatically. 

“The captive market of 
riders is well penetrated," 
he said, and any increase in 
ridership must come from 
the ‘‘choice’’ market, that 
group which already has 
other transportation alterna- 
tives. Convincing that group 
to ride buses, he said, will 
mean providing better bus 
scheduling and more com- 
fortable conditions, both of 
which are expensive and 
carry no guarantees of 
increased patronage.

He added, however, that 
money must be spent to 


improve the present system 
to keep today’s riders, let 
along luring more new 
riders. ‘‘I think you're at the 
point where you should be 
considering improving the 
level of service just to 
improve the level of service 
and for no other reason. The 
impression I get is that some 
people are getting turned off 
by your level of service 
during peak hours."’ 


St. Albert is in the running 
to host the Western Canada 
Summer Games in 1983. 

A letter has already been 
sent to the Minister of 
Recreation and Parks, Peter 
Trynchy, indicating the city’s 
interest in them, says Alder- 
man Bill Shields. 

The games, held recently 
in Saskatoon, have been 
awarded to Alberta in 1983 
and Mr. Trynchy has invited 
several communities in the 
province to compete for the 
role of host.

“WHAT IS A POLICEMAN?”

Of the nine courses spon- 
sored this fall by the St. 
Albert Human Relations 
Association, the final three to 
be introduced are: Self- 
Esteem, Living and Loving 
Teens, and Management of 
Stress. 

Self-Esteem and Living 
and Loving Teens are being 
offered by Marlene Jubinvill, 
a family consultant with an 
extensive background lead- 
ing workshops for parents 
and parent-group leaders. 

Marlene feels that few 
people reach adulthood 
equipped with all the 
emotional tools for satisfying 
and productive living. Self- 
Esteem is a course designed 
to help you understand and 
appreciate yourself so that 
you can get more from life 
and be more able to achieve 
your goals, 

The basis for everything 
we do is our self-esteem or 
sense of worth or value. 
Being lovable and likeable, 
competent to make choices 
for ourselves, and able to 
contribute in worthwhile 
ways are all elements to 
enhance our self-esteem. 

How satisfied we are with 
the things we do depends on 
our sense of ‘‘who we are"’ 
and how good we feel about 
ourselves. This course is a 


good starting point towards 
helping us feel even better. 

Self-Esteem is to be held 
for three sessions on Tues- 
day evenings from October 9 
through October 23 inclu- 
sive. 

Living and Loving Teens is 
a course for parents inter- 
ested in gaining some insight 
into the natural process that 
teens experience on their 
way to becoming adults. 
Teens need to become more 
independent. Their struggles 
and frustrations present new 
challenges for teens and 
their parents and other 
family members, Often par- 
ents feel threatened or 
confused at this time, per- 
haps wondering where 
they've gone wrong, instead 
of recognizing that the needs 
of teens are different and the 
old ways of handling things 
don't work, 

Teens still need support 
and direction from their 
parents, yet this may be 
interpreted as interfering, 
prying or trying to run their 
lives. They will change their 
habits, break some rules and 
try out new behaviors while 
learning to become adults. 
To provide a healthy balance 
between offering support 
and guidance without con- 
trolling, yet still allowing 
freedom for growth and 
independence is a challenge 
for any parent. 


for any parent. One goal of 
this course is to help develop 
approaches that invite co- 
operation and mutual under- 
standing. 

Living and Loving teens 
will be held for three 
sessions on Tuesday eve- 
nings from November 6 - 
November 20 inclusive. 

The final course to be 
offered is Management of 
Stress, a one-day workshop 
to help you understand what 
stress is, how it affects you 
and what specific techniques 
can be used to manage it 
more effectively. Dr. Tariq 
Bhatti, a staff training and 
development officer in 
Edmonton, will conduct the 
workshop, one of the many 
he has led on this topic along 
with others on family therapy 
and ‘adult education. 

There will be an oppor- 
tunity at the beginning of

As the 
traffic north increased, the 
production of art objects as 
well as functional non-Eski- 
mo items continued - all for 
sale to the southern visitors. 
Various circumstances in the 
late 1940's resulted in a 
widespread demand in the 
south for Eskimo art. By now 
virtually all Eskimo art is 
made for sale in the south 
and not for the Eskimo’s own 
use. Consequently, essen- 
tially all art made by the 
Eskimos is influenced by us 


since it is made to be sold 
here, 

Many Eskimo sculptures 
produced today are narrative 
- they tell a story and they 
present images of the past - 
of experiences, deities and 
practices which are no longer 
viable. Some of the sculpture 
and graphics in Looking 
South may also refer to 
traditional ways of life, but 
they all in some way illus- 
trate a definite southern 
influence. 

The arrival of outsiders in 
the north brought new items, 
new people as well as new 
activities as we see in the 
sculpture of the People in 
Church by Ennutsiak. Two 
other institutions of the 
north - the Hudson's Bay 
Company and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police - 
have also left their mark; the 
Bay with its fox traps and fur 
trading (Eskimo Mother with 
Fox Trap); the RCMP with 
the stripes on the shoulder of 
the Wolf Man by William 
Noah.

Parenting is a job that is 
totally unique in all ways. 
Parents have the respon- 
sibility for the life, death and 
development of their child- 
ren, but despite the crucial 
nature of the role, it is the 
only such job that legally 
requires absolutely no train- 
ing. As far as the law goes, a 
lone 16 year old is qualified 
to be a parent.

CORRECTING WOODEN BASEMENT PROBLEMS 


Last week | wrote about wooden basement 
construction and related problems; this week | will 
offer suggestions on rectifying some of these 
problems. 

If the basement walls are set on a gravel footing 
over clay, the most likely problem will be settlement 
of the walls. If the walls have moved down, other 
effects will become evident, such as cracks in

upstairs walls, sloping floors, doors not closing 
properly, or furniture that rocks on its legs. 

Another problem that could occur would be 
deflection of wall studs to the inside, caused by soil 
pressure from the outside; this simply means that 
your walls could become pregnant and start bulging 
inward at the centre. If the walls have been set on a 
concrete footing, settlement is not likely to be a 
problem, but a deflection could still result if 
backfilling was not done properly. Finally a problem 
that does not occur frequently but could happen in a 
poorly drained area would be mildew forming at the 
base and corners of the walls. 

Settlement of a basement wall is a_ serious 
problem but not beyond repair. To repair any defect 
in construction one must first identify the cause, 
similar to a doctor diagnosing an illness before he 
can find a suitable cure. In this case the wall will 
settle because the material it sits on is not solid 
enough to support the weight of the wall and the 
building on it. To rectify the problem requires a 
twofold approach: First we must bring the wall back 
up to where it belongs and then provide something 
solid under it so it will not move again. To determine 
where it belongs you must pick up a level from the 
main beam in the basement; this will not have 
settled since it is supported by pipe columns set on 
concrete pads. 

Since the concrete floor is generally poured up 
against the wall it is difficult to raise the walls from 
the inside without first breaking away sections of the 
floor next to the walls. In addition, since the outside 
of the wall is backfilled with dirt and planted with 
grass and shrubs, it is equally difficult to raise the

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m the outside. Whichever method you 
roost will require a lot of work. If deflection is 
also a problem you have no choice but to remove all 
the backfill down to the bottom of the footing to a 
width of approximately three feet. This can be quite 
successfully accomplished with a small backhoe 
mounted on the back of a bobcat or similar machine, 
and an operator who knows exactly what he is 
doing. After you have exposed the base of the walls, 
they will have to be raised one at a time starting with 
the wall carrying the most weight: the wall on which 
the ends of the longest joists sit. 

Starting at the corner, and every eight feet along 
the wall, dig holes approximately 16” x 24” x 12” 
deep. The excavation should accommodate a piece 
of 4” x 4” or 4” x 6" x 2'- 0” timber set on a 3 ton 
hydraulic jack, which is in turn set on a 2” x 6” or 
similar sill. The 4” x 4” timber will partially distribute 
the force of the jack, thus preventing the jack from 
shearing the bottom plate of the wall. If the wall is 36 
feet long, four jacks will be required, each exerting 
about equal force to lift the wall as a unit. This 
procedure can then be followed on the opposite and 
end walls. 

After the wall is lifted back in place 16” x 24” x 8” 
holes are hand dug between the jacks and filled with 
concrete tight to the underside of the basement 
walls, After the concrete has set sufficiently (36 
hours) the jacks are removed and the holes they 
were in are filled with concrete. Thi. repeated on 
all walls. This procedure is not entirely satisfying 
since some damage will be caused to the upstairs 
walls, but is not likely to be any more damaging than 
that caused by the settlement in the first place. 

The alternative to this method would be to hire a 
housemover to lift and set the whole building on 
timbers, and then proceed to lift the basement walls. 

To correct deflection each stud has to be cut 
across the middle and a straight piece of lumber the 
same size and length securely spiked to the side of 
it. It is important to remember that each stud has to 
be cut and reinforced before the next one is cut. The 
plywood should also be renailed to the new studs 
using 2%" coated nails. If a weeping tile has not 
been provided, now is the time to install it. If any 
damage was caused to the tar seal or plywood 
during excavation, it should be repaired and the 
walls resealed before backfilling. If mildew has 
occurred, a thorough drying-out of the basement and 
the installation of weeping tile will prevent it from 
reoccurring. 

If the inside wall finish and insulation has not yet 
been applied, then, as a precaution, a coat of the 
same material which the wood was originally treated 
with can be brushed on. The chemical formulation 
used in pressure treatment of wooden basement 
material is patented and not readily available, but 
can be obtained from Koppers in Camrose, where 
the material is treated. After the exterior is backfilled 
the problem of repairing the damage caused by the 
settlement remains; now you will be starting with a 
level floor and be confident that after the cracks 
have been repaired, they will not reoccur. 

Next week | shall give a detailed explanation of 
how to repour a complete concrete wall inside an 
existing wooden basement without. raising the 
basement walls or removing the backfill.

All of us remember the fantastic football days of the 
powerful Safkatchewan Roughriders. When Ron Lancast- 
er was known as the “General’’; the smartest quarterback 
in the Canadian Football League, with the possible 
exception of the eastern Roughie, Russ Jackson. Behind 
Roniitie, was a heck of a football player in George Reed ... 
a’ man Who. played hard every game, even though the 
bucks inthe flatlands weren’t great. Catching passes for 
Ronnie was the tale and versatile Al Ford. And the 
quiet and soft-spoken ugh Campbell, also known as 
“Gluey Hughie”. Kicking footballs through uprights was 
the solid and consistent Jack 4Berdschan. A host of other 
good players dotted the Saskatchewan line-up, and dotted 
the squad with relative consistency. 

But the fortunes of the Saskatchewan Roughriders 
began to change, very slowly at first and then with a 
“bang” in the end. 

Of the “biggies,’’ Gluey Hughie was the first to leave in 
the late sixties. He took a coaching position in the Pacific 
Northwest of the United States of America, later 
returning to coach the formidable Edmonton Eskimos, 

Then Jack A left for the easier confines of retirement 
(out of football at least). And following Jack, George 
Reed and Al Ford left the club, George now devoting a, 
great deal of time to the cause of the CFL Players 
Association. 

And then the big crunch. The General, Ron Lancaster, 
the man who led the Roughies to the Western Conference 
title so many times and the Grey Cup for a handful (even 
winning one), left the fold of players to become coach of 
the team he built to a powerhouse, his own Saskatchewan 
Roughriders, 

The good years in Regina were terrific for the fans. So 
good that the community-owned team in the smallest 
CFL city even had a half of a million dollars in the bank 
account up until two years ago. f 

Two years ago was when the fortunes really began to 
change for the Saskatchewan Roughriders. 

Reports out of Regina say the half a million bucks will 
be gone after this season. 

Now is the time for people to realize that community- 
owned football teams can't make a good go of it when the 
times are tough. Especially in this day and age of never 
ending inflation. 

The exception to that statement is the Edmonton 
Eskimos, who moved into the biggest stadium in the 
Western Conference at the height of their current 
“dynasty”. I can’t see the Eskimos finishing out of the 
playoffs in the next 10 years. The revenue from the 
Commonwealth Stadium’s 42,000 seats is enough to keep 
the players happy with raises; and for the first time ever, 
the Edmonton Eskimo organization will MAKE MONEY 
in an amount that could be considered substantial. 

But back to the Saskatchewan Roughriders. After this 
season, the Roughies will be in the “hole”. And I can’t 
ever see them getting out of it unless someone buys the 
team, 

The best thing that could happen to the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders would be a man like Peter Pocklington to 
come along and bail the Roughies out. I’m not saying that 
Peter Puck should do it himself, but someone in Regina 
who has an extremely fat wallet, with a size in 
comparison to Peter's. 

The front office did a good job of saving money for the 
Roughies, but a poor job in looking to the future on the 
field. 

The current “airlift” the team is going through won't 
produce another Ron Lancaster or George Reed. The 
airlift is bringing in players who aren't any better than the 
ones that are leaving in the so-called “revolving door”. 


What the Saskatchewan franchise needs is a pile of- 


dollars, and fast! 

Good players cost money, and they won't accept 
bushels of barley in lieu of hard, cold cash. 

The team, if it remains community-owned, won't have 
any money to offer its players, 

The only hope is someone will buy the team, and spend 
the money to put the Saskatchewan Roughriders back on 
its feet. 


If that doesn’t happen, the Saskatchewan Roughriders 
will die.

In 1960, the average rate 
of interest on a mortgage was 
7% percent. On a $20,000 
mortgage we were paying 
$143.20 a month to carry the 
loan. On $50,000 it would 
have been $358.00 a month. 

In 1970 the average 
interest rate had risen to 
10% percent. For every 
$1,000 owed it cost $9.12 a 
month in principal and 
interest. On $20,000 that 
worked out to $182.40 a 
month. On $50,000 it would 
have been $456,00. 

Well, here we are just 
getting set to enter the 
1980's and interest rates are 
at an all time high -- 12% 
percent. On a $20,000 loan, if 
you're fortunate enough to 
have a low one, it will cost 
you $210.00 in blended 
monthly principal and inter- 
est payments. And hold on to 
your hat -- on a $50,000 
mortgage your facing mon- 
thly payments of $525.00. 

Well, you sure can see 
what a difference a per- 
centage point can make -- or 
for that matter what a whole 
Pinch of them can do to the 
carrying costs of a home. 

But who's to blame for this 
outrageous situation? Obvi- 
ously it must be those greedy 
financial institutions like 
trust companies, banks and 
credit unions. Right? Wrong! 
In fact, next to us consumers, 
it’s these very financial! insti- 
tutions who hate high inter- 
est rates the most. 


SO WHO’S TO BLAME? 


Why for the most part that 
same happy, yet often 
faceless group who brought 
you the dole, high unem- 
ployment and taxes -- gov- 
ernment. Government at all

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levels but primarily the one 
in Ottawa. 

Now that's a pretty broad 
statement and there are 
definitely other culprits in 
the high interest rate saga. 
But frankly put, let me show 
you why governments must 
take most of the blame. 

For 20 years now, govern- 
ments have been getting 
elected not always because 
they offered good govern- 
ment. In a lot of cases it was 
because they were basically 
buying our votes. 

They said, ‘‘Well Mr. 
Public, so you want more 
money if you quit your job. 
OK! Here you go -- and be 
sure to vote for us next 
week.”’ 

- Or they said, ‘You want a 
subsidy for that. Fine, you've 
got it -- and don’t forget 
where to make your mark on 
the ballot come election 
time." 

Now that kind of buying 
process was OK with us 
while taxes were not on- 
erous. But all of a sudden we 
woke up to the fact that now 
the piper had to be paid. So 
we sent a message to 
government indicating our 
strong objection to the in- 
creasing tax price the piper 
was demanding. 

Well, can you imagine the 
concern when the politicians 
and bureaucrats got that 
message. ‘‘What do we do 
now,"’ they said. ‘‘We can’t 
continue to buy our way into 
the people's hearts. They 
refuse to pay for it.”’ 


BORROWING WAS 
THE ANSWER 


So what happened? Gov- 
ernments decided to borrow 
from Paul to pay Peter the 
Piper. ‘‘After all,"’ they said, 
‘‘we can borrow the money, 
use it to buy votes and all we 
have to do is pay interest.”’ 

But after 10 to 15 years of 
continually borrowing mon- 
ey, the lenders -- the inter- 
national financial community 
-- said, ‘‘Now wait a minute 


Mr. Canadian Government. 
We like lending you money 
but you're getting a little 
over extended. So to cover 
the increasing risk, we're 
going to have to raise your 
interest rate." 

How did government re- 
spond? They borrowed more 
money to pay interest on the 
money they had already bor- 
rowed -- plus a comfortable 
bit more as well. ‘‘Just to 
tide us over,"’ they said. 

If you or I did that with our 
personal finances the time 
would quickly come when 
we'd get cut off. 

It works in a_ similar 
fashion with the finances of a 
country. But as an expres- 
sion of concern about the 
financial stability of a coun- 
try, the international fin- 
ancial community starts to 
unload our money. 

So, the value of the dollar 
starts to slide. And that’s 
where interest rates come in. 

The age old method of 
supporting any country's 
currency is to raise interest 
rates. Money is attracted to 
that country, the demand for 

ve currency rises and the 


slippage in value stops -- for 
awhile. Then the cycle starts 
all over again. And again and 
again and again so that 
finally it costs 12.25 percent 
to finance a house. 

This explanation is over 
simplified. But the theory 
behind it is dead on. 

I've been saying the 
culprit is government. I 
guess | feel comfortable that 
someone else is responsible 
for my 12.25 percent mort- 
gage. But as the old saying 
goes - ‘‘People deserve the 
government they elect." 

In next month's column 

we'll be taking a look at the 
federal government's propo- 
sed mortgage deductability 
scheme. In my view, it will 
provide temporary relief 
from the aching symptoms of 
High Mortgage Rate Dis- 
ease. But it's a case where 
maybe the cure is worse than 
the disease itself.

JOIN THE NAVY 


To find animals doing a 
man’s job today, you have to 
turn to the U.S. Navy. Sea 
lions, with their torpedo- 
shaped bodies, are success- 
fully being used in the 
recovery of anti-submarine 
test rockets at depths of 500 
feet. Any one of four sea 
lions, based near San Diego, 
is flown to recovery points in 
the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans to dive down and 
attach a grabber to the tail of 
a test rocket to enable it to be 
hoisted up.

Fish and Game people comment on Cold Lake project 


Recent approval by the 
Energy Resources Conserva- 
tion Board for Esso Re- 
sources to develop the first 
heavy oil in the Cold Lake 
area by in situ methods 
arouses Fish and Game 
comment. 

The Alberta Fish and 
Game Association was one of 
the many interveners at the 
ERCB hearings in Grand 
Centre early this year. The 
major concerns of the Asso- 
ciation, representing hun- 
ters, fishermen and trappers, 
was the impact of this major 
land use development on the 
fish and wildlife resources of 
the region. 

The Association attempted 
to mitigate this impact by 
proposing a co-ordinated 
land use plan for the area, 


impacted by the proposed. 


and subsequent proposals to 
develop the heavy oil depos- 
its of the area. A plan for the 
total land use of the region 
would seriously question the 
withdrawal of over half a 
million barrels of water per 
day from Cold Lake as 
proposed by Esso Resources 
(Imperial oil) (Exon) all part 
of the world’s largest multi- 
national oil company. 

The Association also ques- 
tioned the disposal of waste 
waters loaded with heavy 
metals and disposal of air 
emissions of sulphur dioxide 
into our atmosphere, Al- 
though the area has forgiving 
attributes in its natural 
makeup, the effects of 
several heavy oil in situ 
plants combined with our oil 
sands plants, our sour gas 
plants and thermal power 
plants can give us acid rains 
which now threaten eastern 
Canada and U.S. as it has in 
Sweden. 

We do not seem to learn 
from history or the mistakes 
of others. Somehow politi- 
cians and its public tend to 
want to gamble our future 
even though the evidence is 
there that we will inevitably 
destroy our lakes and wildlife 
if we continue to pollute our 


first heavy oil plant to avoid 
the consequence of acid 
rains, destruction of our 
living lakes and the asso- 
ciated impact on all life, not 
just wildlife.

Recreation survey draws 7% reply 


Earlier this summer, the 
staff at Sturgeon Regional 
Recreation compiled a ques- 
tionnaire to survey the basic 
needs of area residents for 
recreation services. 

The objectives of the 
survey were: to access the 
views of recreation in the 
eyes of residents; to attempt 
to discover where the prog- 
ram needs of our residents 
lie, and how they can best be 
served; to assist communi- 
ties in planning facilities, 
and to identify areas of 
leadershi, development and 
promote these. 

Out of approximately 5000 
surveys distributed, 335 
were returned or 7%. (Mor- 
inville was not included in 
the distribution as they had 
been surveyed last year), 
Responses came from all 
areas of the Sturgeon Re- 
gional Area as indicated in 
the following survey results. 

The Recreation Council 
will tabulate the results and 
put the recommendations 
from Sturgeon residents to 
use. 

As would be expected, the 
largest number of replies 
came from the large centres; 
Redwater 75, Gibbons 65, 
Legal 63, Bon Accord 55 with 
12 replies from Namao and 
11 from Horse Hill district. 
Replies from 24 other centres 
ranged from one to seven. 

264 respondents were in- 
terested in becoming invol- 
ved as a participant or in an 
organizing capacity. 58 were 
not and 23 didn't reply to this 
question. 


Question three showed 
that 166 families of the 335 
who replied, participate in 
Sturgeon Regional Recrea- 
tion programs, 151 families 
do not and 18 did not answer 
the question. Reasons for 
non-participation —_ included 


lack of time, newly moved in, 
not aware of programs, not 
interested in courses offered 
and too far to travel. 

100 families who replied 
participate in programs out- 
side of Sturgeon, 197 do not

Bon Accord seeking 


town status 


The village of Bon Accord 
could be known as the town 
of Bon Accord before the 
next general election in 
October, 1980. 

Village council, last week, 
decided to take the step to 
seek a change in status, but 
it's actually not the first time 
council has considered the 
possibility, Council did con- 
sider it three years ago, just 
after the last general elec- 
tion, but decided against it 
because they felt benefits 
would be minimal. 

Bon Accord’s municipal 
secretary, Jean Chubb, said 
that while the village was 
eligible at that time, some 
financial drawbacks, too, 
caused council to decide 
against it. 

**There was a negative 
aspect in that we would've 
had to pay for two additional 
councillors,’’ she said. ‘‘As 
for benefits, we could never 
find out if there were any. 


We were told by Gibbons 
when they became a town, 
that it allowed us a seat on 
the Edmonton Regional Pla- 
nning Commission but that, 
we later found out, was 
incorrect. We are represen- 
ted as much as possible now 
anyway.”’ 

All villages upon reaching 
a population of 1,000 are 
eligible to apply to the 
provincial government for a 
change in status, and with 
Bon Accord's population now 
sitting at 1,056, council felt 
that it was now time to make 
the move. 

Town status allows for a 
seven member council, up 
two from the existing five 
member council, with the 
mayor then elected by 
residents rather than ap- 
pointed by council peers. 
According to Municipal Af- 
fairs Department of the 
provincial government, how- 
ever, there would be little

Products from Gibbons plant sold world wide

In more ways than one 
Honolulu, Hawaiiis a long 
way from Gibbons, Alberta 
but a local manufacturing 
firm has bridged the gap. 

Loblick Industries of Gib- 
bons, a 35-person company 
that specializes in building 
warehouse and transporta- 
tion equipment, has started 
selling its products in Hawaii 

They recently installed one 
of their platform loading 
elevators in Honolulu and 
sales staff are hopeful that 
more orders will follow. 

The company's president 
and chief shareholder, Nor- 
ton Loblick, says the size of 
the Hawaii order is insignifi- 
cant in comparison with their 
$2 million in sales across 
Canada this year. 

What is significant about 
it, he says, is that a small 
Alberta company is compet- 
ing -- and winning -- in world 
wide market for steel pro- 
ducts. 

Although sales to the 
United States will only total 
about $120,000 this year, 
Loblick has just finalized a 
$400,000 deal with a major 
airplane manufacturing firm 
in California. 

Here in Canada, Loblick is 
arranging to supply baggage 
loading equipment to Alber- 
ta’s Pacific Western Airlines 
-- a deal worth more than 
$1.5 million by 1981.

the plant and the town. We 
all work together and you can 
see what's been done."’ 
Beginning with a black- 
smith’s shop that burned in 
1937 and was rebuilt as a 
smithy and machine shop, 
the Loblick operation has 
grown to many times its 
original size. The property 
the plant sits on is probably 
worth close to $.5 million. 
It's owned by Norton and his 
brother, Snip.” 

After spending his teens 
shoeing horses in his father's 
shop, Norton went on to 
graduate in engineering from 
Ohio State University. Fol- 
lowing periods of work in 
Montreal, Toronto, Winni- 
peg and Edmonton, he 
returned to Gibbons in 1960 
because he'd decided that, 
‘It was time to come back 
here and start some manu- 
facturing.” 

Together with his brother, 
they've turned a_ small 
machine shop into a steel 
products firm that now 
services major markets in 
Vancouver, Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Saskatoon, Winnipeg 
and Toronto, Loblick’s plant 
engineer Marvin Mishio, 
says the company builds 
hundreds of products but 
most of them fall into about 
five categories: baggage and 
beverage carts, gravity and 
wheel conveyors, elevating 


platforms and overhead 
cranes.

A large part of their work 
involves designing products 
to customers’ specifications 
and for that reason, Loblick 
has also become Farwil 
Corporation and Argo En- 
gineering, both of Edmon- 
ton.

Confusing or not, it's 


working. Loblick has opened 
a branch manufacturing 
plant in Ajax, Ontario and is 
considering other branches 
elsewhere, 

A large part of their 
success, says Mr. Loblick, 
depends on having safe, 
efficient working conditions. 
The plant's welding shop is 
an example. The floors are 
clean, the area is well-ven- 
tilated and eyerything pos- 
sible is done to ensure that 
workers’ tools are close at 
hand. Mr. Loblick has even 
designed equipment that will 
allow the partially furnished 


large elevator platforms to be 
turned by machine so that 
workers don't have to climb 
and crawl around. 

‘The more comfortable 
the worker, and the more 
conveniently his materials 
and tools are placed, the 
better and faster job he's 
going to do,"’ explains Mr. 
Loblick, His innovations, he 
says, have allowed him to cut 
down the time to weld one 
elevator platform from five 
days to 90 minutes. 

“That's how we can

SATISFYING WORK 
MEANS A LOT 


Another key certainly has 
to be Mr. Leblick's en- 
thusiasm. He works 16 hours 
a day and spends weekends 
designing new products and 
machinery. And he loves it. 

**My dad had a philosophy 
that if you had even an ounce 
of brains, you'd be able to 
find a job that could fulfill 
your livelihood and also 
provide your entertainment. 
This job does both for me. 
You can’t tell me that it isn't 
exciting and fun to sell a big 
international order when 
you're fighting against world 
wide competition.” 

He also gets the important 
personal satisfaction of 
knowing he's providing im- 
portant jobs for local people, 
jobs that include a chance to 
learn. ‘‘We feel proud and | 
feel good that most of the 
people working here have a 
good chance to get involved 
in a very comprehensive 
apprenticeships."’ 

He also works closely with 
the University of Alberta and 
the Northern Alberta In- 
stitute of Technology, trad- 
ing information and design 
and engineering skills. 

Keeping his operation a 
largely local one -- buying his 
materials from local dealers 
and his insurance from local 
agents -- is a part of Mr. 
Loblick’s philosophy too. 
“This is what it’s all about; 
helping each other whether 
it’s within a town, a province 
or a country. This is 
Canadian unity, How can we 
possibly compete with in- 
dustrial giants like Japan 
when we're trying to pull in 


17 different directions? 
You've got to work 
together."’

minutes. 

Over 200 officials, and 
interested residents were on 
hand for the opening and 
tour which followed, but 
many of the intended spe- 
eches were cut short because 
of the rain. 

Located on a 36-acre parcel 
of land north of Highway 15 
on Highway 825, the plant 
has the capacity to process 
600 tonnes, (26,450 bushels) 
of clean Canola seed daily. It

Mobile home parks not favoured by councils

Mobile homes may be 
growing more popular with 
budget-conscious Albertans 
but they're still pretty 
distasteful to most municipal 
officials in this area. 

A survey of the St, 
Albert-MD area revealed 
that only one municipality 
expressed a clear interest in 
starting up a mobile home 
park. 

“If we could get a 
developer who wants to 
develop one I'd be interes- 
ted,’ says Redwater's Ma- 
yor Alex Konasewich, ‘‘We 
are looking for someone to 
come in and develop.’’ He 
noted that an area of the 
town has already been set 
aside for one and about 55 
lots of varying sizes and 
shapes have been laid out. 
All they need now, he said, is 
someone to come in, buy the 
land, do the servicing and 
then sell the lots. 

All of the other munici- 
palities -- St. Albert, the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon, Bon Accord, Morin- 
ville, Gibbons and Legal -- all 
say they either don’t want 
mobile home parks or else 
they're certainly not looking 
for them, 

The MD of Sturgeon’s 
development officer, Greg 


Daruda, says the proposed 
General Plan includes a 
provision that states ‘‘the 
MD will not be discussing 
any further mobile home 
parks."’ 

He said there's already 
one in Evergreen and the 
MD feels that it’s ‘‘done its 
share of absorbing that type 
of housing.’’ He added that 
the upcoming General Plan 
states that the parks **would 
not be in keeping with the 
rural farm character of the 
municipal plan."’ 

Morinville also already has 
a mobile home park but little 
interest in allowing another 
one. Mayor Art Stapleton 
says there ‘thas been some 
interest’’ in starting up a 
park ‘‘but council has not 
been kindly to it,”’ 

He said the present park 
with about 85 sites has 
taught the town that many 
mobile homes deteriorate far 
faster than conventional 
houses. The tax assessment 
from them, he added, is 
much lower so that there 
isn’t an adequate return for a 
developer, or the town for 
providing services. 

‘They aren't a very good 
deal for us,’’ agrees Gib- 
bons’ Mayor Reg Austin, He 
said the two mobile home 
parks in town, both of them 


quite small, don’t provide 
enough return. The lots are 
leased and municipal taxes 
are paid by the park owner; a 
system, Mr. Austin said, 
which usually means that the 
assessment-per-tenant is 
lower than if he owned the 
land himself. 

He said the present parks 
are as large as they can grow

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Bon Accord still pressing for fire truck 


Bon Accord's fire depart- 
ment feels it's done all it can 
to promote the village as the 
most suitable location for an 
MD fire truck, 

The village has been trying 
to get the additional fire 
protection for several months 
and fire chief Ken New, 
recently made a last ditch 
effort to give Bon Accord's 
pitch. He reported to council 
last week that he'd called the 
three members of the MD 
fire committee to try and find 
out what the hold up was in 
the decision, 

At issue is a home for 
Morinville’s present MD 


truck which will be replaced 
with a new unit in mid 
September, Rather than de- 
cide on a location now, the 
committee, at its August 
7 meeting, postponed the 
decision until the truck had 
actually arrived from the 
factory in Calgary. 

“‘As far as I can see, they 
have no reason for the 
delay,’’ said Mr. New. ‘‘I 
feel that there are only three 
places the truck can go, 
Calahoo, Manor Estates and 
here. Even if they're not 
going to put it in Bon Accord 
I can't see why they're 
waiting." 


BON ACCORD LOOKS 

ADVANTAGEOUS 
Bon Accord would seem to 
be the best place for the old 
Morinville unit. The village 
already has a water supply 
with hydrants and a heated 
garage which now houses the 
village's own truck and the 
ambulance. The ambulance 
service has already indicated 
that they'd be willing to give 
up their space and locate 
elsewhere if the village were 

to receive the MD truck. 
Calahoo has no water 
service and Manor Estates 
hasn't got any fire hydrants.

Bon Accord municipal secretary leaves

Few people would ever 
think of giving up their jobs 
long before retirement in 
order to pursue hobbies, to 
take time out to find out who 
they are and where they're 
going. Most will work out 
their lives, looking to con- 
stantly get ahead before the 
magic age of 65 when they're 
forced out of the workforce 
by retirement. 

It's rare to find someone 
with the opposite ambition, 
someone who just refuses to 
be tied to the routine of the 
job any longer, Such a person 
is Jean Chubb, who on 
October 31, will end seven 
years employment with the 
village of Bon Accord. 

Municipal secretary for the 
last six years, she trained for 
one year under former mun- 
icipal secretary Archie Jen- 
kins before agreeing to take 
on the position full time. Her 
major workload has consisted 
of development control and 
administration as well as 
preparing council agendas 
and keeping council abreast 
of all situations in the village. 

‘‘Municipal management 
covers a lot of areas. | 
formulate the budget and in 
the area of public works, I 
keep an eye on every facet of 
the operation,"* 

She had no background for 
the job. As a housewife for 25 
years, the position allowed 
her an opportunity to get out 
and meet people, and to 
explore avenues she'd never 
have known about had she 
remained at home. After 
working at it for one year, 
she became fascinated,

‘With this job you could 
never go home and just 
forget about it, ever, So 
many things are projected 
and ongoing so you could 
never be careless with it."’ 

Mrs. Chubb radiates ca- 
pability and self assurance. 
She's the kind of woman 
you'd expect would've gone 

ery far in the business world 
f she'd started earlier and 
decided to continue. Even 
now, she doesn't by any 
means boast of her position 
and credits a great deal to 
the people she's worked with 
for any accomplishments 
she's been associated with. 

Hardly a hard driving 
feminist who seeks a job in 


fire department. However, 
Mr. New feels that one 
reason for the delay is that 
pressure is also coming from 
the other two areas to get the 
truck location. 

Bon Accord, on the other 
hand, is the only MD 
municipality without a fire 
protection agreement. Four 
years ago, talks on an 
agreement broke down and 
the village decided to pur- 
chase its own vehicle now 
housed in the public works 
shop attached to the village 
office. There's back up 
protection provided by Gib- 
bons and Legal, both of 


which have an MD truck. 

The village decided, th- 
ough, that in fairness to 
residents, it would respond 
to no calls outside Bon 
Accord’s boundaries, and 
this, said Mr. New, was a 
concern expressed to him by 
one of the committee mem- 
bers, 

“The feeling was that we 
should've responded to a big 
fire we had not long ago in 
the Bon Accord area,"’ he 
said. ‘But we have to draw 
the line somewhere. If we 
responded to one we have to 
respond to them all.’’

the work world just to prove 
she's equal or better than a 
male, Mrs. Chubb didn't 
have to prove anything, and 
is certainly not one to blow 
her own horn about the work 
she's done. In fact, it took 
considerable prodding to get 
her to consent to an interview 
in the first place, claiming 
each time she had nothing of 
value or remarkable to talk 
about. 

Few women or men, 
however, have come close to 
accomplishing what she's 
done in her life, and few are 
as genuinely modest about it. 
Even less would they sud- 
denly give up a position to 
paint and garden, pastimes 


* she regrets she's had little 


time for recently. But Mrs. 
Chubb hardly thinks of 
giving up her job to 
concentrate on her hobbies 
as a major sacrifice. 


WHY WAIT FOR 65 


“I don't know if I feel like 
waiting until I'm 65. How do 
I know I'll be able to see to 
paint or do gardening which 
is demanding in itself? I just 
feel I've reached a time in my 
life when IL need a breather. 
It's been fairly hard going 
and quite honestly, I see the 
village growing and | don't 
really want to do more work 
than I have to. Right now it's 
like being in the middle of a 
battle. I can't see all around 
me. | might find I'm alone 
too much and there's the 
danger that you could get 
very sloppy." 

It's not a hasty decision 
she's come to, but one which 
has taken some thought. She 
decided to leave some time 
ago but council has always 
asked her to stay a little 
longer. The battle now seems 
a little clearer, the decision a 
happy one. 

Despite the potential pit- 
falls of a job such as hers, 
she's unable to pinpoint any 
low points during her years 
as municipal secretary. 

‘There have been tough 
times when dealing with 
changes on council. At the 
last general election, only 
one of the old council was 
retained, Each time it's 
almost like raising another 
family, But there have been 
no conflicts, That's what's 
been so good, It's been a 
harmonious relationship with 
council and that can also be 


said of the residents."’ 


MANY CHANGES IN 
BON ACCORD SINCE 1947 


The village has, though, 
changed dramatically since 
Mrs. Chubb arrived in 1947 
from England with her 
husband Walter, a former 
member of the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force. He was 
raised in Bon Accord and 
brought his new wife home to 
start a new life in Canada, 

“*It didn't look at all the 
way it looks now and even 
then, it had shrunk con- 
siderably from what it was. 
What | remember most, was 
going out toa farm and being 
quite lonely, I began to 
wonder if | would stay. The 
roads were often impassable 
for a month at a time, The 
country, too, was very new 
and raw and seemed very 
insignificant and monoto- 
nous. I missed the old 
buildings back home but I've 
been back once and that visit 
convinced me to stay."’ 

She took over the job as 
municipal secretary at a time 
when the village's first 
subdivision was taking shape 

**When I came, the village 
was half developed and now 
it's right up to the boun- 
daries. Annexation plans are 
now underway and I think 
it's an ideal time to leave."’ 

It was interesting, she 
added, to see people locate in 
a small place. She laughs 
when she recalls how, people 
would often come into the 
office with rather unworkable 
advice, but it was good, she 
says, to see how they even- 
tually were assimilated into 
the community. 

Mrs. Chubb still lives on 
the original homestead she 
farmed with her husband 
about one and one half miles 
from Bon Accord. Two quar- 
ter sections are still farmed 
by her sons and she keeps 
the books. 


The loneliness of the early 
days gradually disappeared 
as her children came, nine in 
all. Most are now married 
and she’s been a grand- 
mother nine times. 

They were the centre of 
her life until 1967 when she 
and Hilda Milligan co-au- 
thored the book, Leaves of 
Yesteryear, a historical por- 
trait of Bon Accord and area, 
as a centennial project for the 
village. It occupied her time 
for two years, editing and 
revising until the book was 
published in 1969. 

What she learned from 
that and her early experien- 
ces living in the area helped 
her when she became muni- 
cipal secretary. 

“It wasn't easy, you know, 
rather frightening in fact. I 
had no experience but I 
guess I adapt very easily to 
any situation.” 


ADVOCATES MORE HELP 
FOR WOMEN 


Adapting to new situations 
has been a good part of her 
life. Locating in a new area 
brings considerable transi- 
tion. Echoes of her own past 
loneliness have given her a 
good deal in common with 
new residents especially 
women, and she'd like to see 
more services for *hem to cut 
down on the teeung of 
isolation attached to living in 
a small community. 

“Il understand what hap- 
pens with them and I'd like 
to see more services espe- 
cially for those raising 
families. Unfortunately | 
don't think Bon Accord will 
ever be more than a 
dormitory community, but 
more business would round it 
out.” 

While she won't be leaving 
until the end of October, her 
job ends officially on Sept- 
ember 17 when the new 
municipal secretary, Linda 
Davies, former secretary-

pointed out that the town 
could be left open to law suits 
in Bon Accord responds to 
calls outside the village 
boundaries and at the same 
time a fire breaks out in the 
village.

Bon Accord will improve 
Springbrook drainage 


Bon Accord council will 
spend $15,500 to alleviate 
drainage problems in the 
Springbrook subdivision. 
Improvements will include 
widening the ditch going 
south to SI Avenue along 55 
Street, some regrading, re- 
placing a culvert and deep- 
ening the holding pond east 
of the subdivision. 

Council was shown a graph 
outlining problem areas and 
possible improvements, last 
week. Reg Dacyk, an en- 
gineer with EPEC Consulting 
Ltd. and the villages en- 
gineer, conducted monitor- 
ing tests in the area and 
determined that there were a 
number of low spots inhibi- 
ting drainage. 

The 54 Street swail will 
have to have some curb 


repairs done to eliminate 
water back up. The grade 
will also have to be steep- 
ened for about 4000 feet 
along SS Street. The 51 
Avenue culvert crossing 56 
Street into the subdivision 
will have to be enlarged from 
1S to 36 inches, and lowered 
slightly to get down to the 
proper level. 

At the corner of 56 Street 
and S1 Avenue, land is high 
causing water to back up so 
that water coming south 
tends to go east rather than 
north along the ditch, 

With present road levels, 
the holding pond is only 
three inches lower than the 
swails but with proposed 
drainage improvements it 
would be lowered two feet 
with the grade also lowered 


north of the pond. 

More water will be coming 
in with the steeper grades 
and the storage facility must 
be able to handle more 
water. Mr. Dacyk recom- 
mended the village start at 
the culvert at 51 Avenue and 
increase the grade from 
there toward the pond.
